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UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS - Urbana Campus 


December 12, 13 and 14, 1961 


Dr. David D. Henry, President of the University of Illinois, said, "WE MUST 


GEAR UP FOR A NEW LEVEL’ --- "WE TRY TO STAY AHEAD OF THE INCREASE IN STUDENT 
POPULATION, " 


Dr. Henry's thinking and plans for the University of Illinois are the same in 
all of our State Universities. The problems of student population explosion, 
the need for more classrooms, laboratories, dormitories, etc., are echoed 
throughout the State of Illinois, 


The total enrollment for the Urbana Campus 1962-63 is 24,169, It is sixth in 
size in the nation, (Total, including Chicago Campus, 35,264), With the 
passing of the bond issue, the Urbana Campus is now able to construct, remodel 
and expand its facilities to take care of the additional students, The new 
student dormitories are being financed by the "pay-back"’ method which saves 
the taxpayers, 


The Urbana-Champaign Campus will spend $27,846,240 out of General Revenue Funds, 
$2,558,500 from bond issue funds, or a total of $30,404,740 for capital improve- 
ments, It is necessary that we improve our facilities for the Natural Sciences 
and Engineering Schools, Our distinguished Department of Chemistry and Chemical 
Engineering is mostly housed in a laboratory building that became obsolete 

more than twenty-five years ago, ami now is a serious fire hazard, Our College 
of Veterinary Medicine has received only “conditional accreditation" from the 
Council on Education of the American Veterinary Medical Association because 

of the inadequate facilities and the need for a clinic-hospital building for 

the College of Veterinary Medicine, 


It is estimated that the United States will need more than 30,000 new college 
teachers each year in the years just ahead, whereas the annual number of 
graduates with doctoral degrees is currently about 10,000, 


It is necessary that the University sustain and increase its support of graduate 
study, as it is predicted that there will be 6,000 graduate students in 1965, 
compared to 4,000 graduate students in 1958, 
The University of Illinois must join with other major universities in expanding 
as rapidly as possible, the output of college teachers, research scientists 

and engineers. Federal funds are becoming available to a limited extent for 
graduate-training facilities; the State must match the Federal or outside grants 
which the University receives, thus we are limited in the amount of money we 

can receive, 


The Committee is proud of our University of Illinois and the work it is doing

The Chicago Campus is growing rapidly - the Schools of Medicine and Dentistry 
are in need of additions to the buildings, which are contained in their capital 
improvements, Additional facilities are needed for the School of Nursing. 

The Congress Circle Campus is scheduled to be occupied in the fall of 1964. 


The general goal of the College of Medicine is to promote improvement in the 
health of the public, and all of its varied activities are so dedicated, The 
College of Medicine is committed to the education of physicians ani other 

health personnel motivated toward and capable of a high standard of professional 
service, t must be a repository of existing knowledge, the source of new 
knowledge, and the driving force in the dissemination and utilization of both, 


The College should play a leading role in the extension of medical knowledge 
and hence must attract superior investigators to its faculty, stimulate an 
interest in research among its students, and render unstinting support to all 
such research efforts, 


Granville A. Bennett, M. D., Dean of the College of Medicine, pointed out that 
the School of Medicine should not become too large because it would impair the 
quality of the program - this must be determined by the number of faculty 
members and other supporting personnel, the number and kind of hospital and 
clinic patients and by the physical and equipment facilities and funds avail- 
able. This is indeed a complex problem, 


When it becomes necessary to expand the opportunities for undergraduate medical 
education in Illinois at public expense, this can be better achieved by estab- 
lishing additional collegiate programs rather than by increasing the size of 
classes in existing facilities. ‘e 


To insure the future supply of medical services in Illinois, the State should 
attempt to improve its capacity for attracting and holding a larger share of 
the physicians being trained in the United States Medical Colleges. 


Our School of Pharmacy is the only one in the State of Illinois - it is the 
best in the United States. The total enrollment is 454 plus 38 in graduate 
school, 


Our School of Nursing has a total enrollment of 143 - this is the capacity 
limit. It is crowded and needs additional facilities. One reason for our 
| nurse shortage is because Iowa admits almost as many from Illinois as we do 
and they stay in Iowa. Dr. Mary Mullane is the new Dean of the School of 
Nursing - she was formerly Dean of the College of Nursing at Iowa City. 
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The School of Dentistry has an enrollment of 361, Dean Schour told us that 
“internship is good for the graduate in Dentistry and there are a number of 
hospitals who have internships available. With the use of dental assistants, 
the dentist can care for 35% more patients. 


The Undergraduate School at Navy Pier has an enrollment of 4,600 which is its 
capacity, Many of these students could not obtain a University education 

unless they could live at home and attend a University of this type. When the 
new Congress Circle Campus is ready, they plan to accommodate 9,000 students. 
The new campus will contain 106 acres and with the use of "high-rise" buildings, 
can accommodate 20,000 students. It will be the most compact and intensively 
used campus in America when the second phase of this new campus is completed - 
perhaps by 1970, As the need arises, the courses will be expanded to include 


4-year courses. 


SOUTHERN ILLINOIS UNIVERSITY - Carbondale 
September 19, 20 and 21, 1961 


(Edwardsville Campus, August 6, 1962, E. St. Louis and Alton) (Vocational Technical 
Institute, October ll, 12 and 33, 1962)

Southern Illinois University consists of the Campus at Carbondale, the new 
Edwardsville Campus, the Alton Campus, (formerly Shurtleff College) and the 
East St. Louis Campus (formerly the High School Building), as well as the 
Vocational Technical Institute and Little Grassy area, 


The notable happenings at Carbondale are the many buildings now being erected 
or planned, The new Physical Education-Military Training Arena now being con- 
structed will accommodate 10,000 to 12,000 seating capacity. The new 17-story 
Women's Dormitory will house 800 women. The dormitory is on the pay-back plan, 
A men's dormitory is planned which will house 1,000. 


The new College of Education Building and an addition to the Morris Library have 
been started. Plans for a School of Communications Building and a Technology 
Building Group are coming out of S.1I.U.'s share of the bond issue funds. 


The Edwardsville Campus building program is under way and $25 million dollars 

are set aside for this out of the bond issue money. The buildings on the campus 
at Edwardsville will be airconditioned as it is very hot in the summer and they 
‘plan to run for four quarters. They will construct buildings which can be 

easily converted, There will be no windows in the classrooms, so they can be 
used for TV. From the bond issue money, the Edwardsville campus will have 
classrooms, library, physical plant, science laboratory, communications building, 
administration building and general service building. They plan to open this 


campus in the fall of 1964, 


The centers at East St. Louis and Alton are well attended - 2,100 at East St. 
Louis and 2,200 at Alton. These two centers are filling a much needed oppor- 
tunity for students in these areas. Bus service is provided between the two 
centers, thus eliminating overlapping of courses at the two centers. 
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The Shurtleff campus (Alton) is one of the oldest in Illinois; Loomis Hall 
was built in 1832. One of Abraham Lincoln's last cases was tried in this 
building while he was a lawyer, 


A visit to the Vocational Technical Institute & Adult Education program which 
is housed in Old Army barracks, was very interesting. There are 746 students 
on campus. They have a 2-year program with an associate degree. The American 
Dental Association has approved their dental school for training technicians 
and hygienists. This school is one of four in the United States which does 
not have a dental school and laboratory in connection with it. 


The Practical Nurse program, Machine Shop, Cosmetology Course and Schools 
for Electronics and Architecture are very fine, This campus is serving a 
great need for technical training. 


The Little Grassy area is fine for summer camps as well as year-round groups. 


EASTERN ILLINOIS UNIVERSITY - Charleston

Eastern Illinois University is one of four universities under the Teachers 
College Board, The enrollment for the 1961-62 year was 3,300, They expect 

to reach 4,500 enrollment in 1970 which will probably be their top enrollment, 
They do not want to become too large. 


The objective of Eastern Illinois University is to “PREPARE THEIR STUDENTS FOR 
THE TEACHING PROFESSION", They want to be cifferent and feel they can best 
serve by remaining a small University, but want to be as good as they possibly 
can. Eastern gives the Freshmen good teachers as well as the Seniors - they 
do not use assistants to teach Freshmen, 


The new Student Union was erected without State funds. The snack bar and 
cafeteria produce a sizeable income. The new Science Building now being con- 
structed is from bond issue money. They will also have new dormitories for 
men and women. These will be on the pay-back plan, 


Eastern has added to the general requirements of all prospective teachers, 
to give them a broader education, as they felt their educational program was 
a little too narrow. It prepares more teachers in the School of Business 
than any other school in the United States. It has a School of Elementary 
and Junior High School Teaching which is unique and perhaps the only one of 
its kind in the United States, 


Dr. Doudna stated that they have been using a plan for admission of students 
which has worked very well. They do not refuse anyone admittance but the 
student in the lower one-third of his class can enter anytime but the fall 
quarter. This helps to level off the drop-outs and does not necessitate an 
increase in the faculty for the fall quarter. Eastern is working with a 
Junior College at Olney, Illinois. This is not a branch of Eastern but they 
are helping them to get started, 


Eastern has 238 acres of land in their campus; land acquisition is not a 
problem at Eastern, 
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ILLINOIS STATE NORMAL UNIVERSITY =- Normal 
July 22, 23 and 24, 1962 


Dr. Robert Bone, President 


Illinois State Normal University is one of four universities under the Teachers 
College Board, When our Committee met at Normal, we had the privilege of 
meeting with the Teachers College Board, a very hard working group of dedicated 
people. 


Illinois State Normal University was in summer session at the time of our 
visit and the Committee was amazed by the large enrollment for the summer, 
Since 1957 its summer enrollment has increased 40% - there are 6,180 now 
enrolled in summer work. This does not include a course for non-credit. 
They have 900 to 1,000 in summer classes who are not on campus. During the 
regular school year they have 11,000 to 12,000 in Extension Courses. They 
are in session 474 weeks out of the 52. 


Normal wishes to remain a Teacher Training institution. About 90% of its 

graduates go into teaching. They are constantly in touch with school super- 
7 

intendents on their needs and wants in order to prepare teachers, 


Normal prepares more Home Economics teachers than any other institution, It 
is - lst in Mathematics 

lst in Physical Education 

lst in Home Economics 

lst in Special Education 

2nd in Physical Science 

2nd in Elementary Education 


Dr. Bone advised the Committee that they have very few drop-outs, about 115 
out of 5,200 students. The total enrollment during a school year is 6,000. 
They anticipate 7,500 by 1970 - which should be their top figure. 


The University is doing extensive research in the field of "Gifted" children, 
This is for children with an IQ of 100 or more. They are starting this pro- 
gram in kindergarten and it will carry on through high school. They wish to 
find out how children learn and why some learn more quickly than others, 


Normal's campus is growing and its new Residence Halls - "Tall Halls" are 
finished. These are 10-story dormitories with a central kitchen for the two 
buildings. They will accommodate 1,600 students in the two buildings. These 
are on the "pay-back" basis, 


The new Field House will seat between 5,000 and 6,000 and will have a swimming 
pool which will qualify for Olympic meets. This is being erected with student 
funds, 


The University's School of Agriculture is most outstanding and they are 
developing a new farm site. 
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NORTHERN ILLINOIS UNIVERSITY - DeKalb 
March 1, 1963 


Dr. Leslie Holmes, President 


Northern Illinois University is one of four Universities under the jurisdiction 
of the Teachers College Board, 


Total enrollment for September 1962 was 9,137, an increase of 12,65% over 
1961, It is estimated that by 1975 the enrollment will be 28,651. 


A new Student Center has been completed at a cost of $3,250,000 with NO 
TAX MONEY involved. A new Stadium is underway which is also being built with 
student funds. 


A Special Education Building is almost completed at a cost of $1,500,000 
which came from bond issue money. This building will be used to train 
teachers who will teach the handicapped, 


A new Physical Education Building for women is almost completed at a cost 
of $2,250,000 which came from bond issue money, 


Northern Illinois University has the Lorado Taft Field Campus which is growing 
in importance. Senior student teachers work with groups of 5th and 6th 

grade children on a 24-hour basis, living with them in their work and play. 
Other Universities from all over the country send representatives to observe, 


Northern is one of six Universities in Illinois accredited by the North 
Central Association of Colleges to grant Doctor's degrees, 


Northern has been chosen by the Federal Government to serve as a training 
University for Peace Corps trainees for the Malayas, Three groups have com- 
pleted their work and are now working in Malaya; the fourth group is just now 
beginning its work on the campus. 


Northern has progressed from the single college to the College of Business, 

Education, Fine and Applied Arts, Liberal Arts and Sciences, Graduate School 
and Evening College, each with its own Dean, The faculty has grown from 216 
in 1955 to 527 in 1963. The student body has grown from 3,258 in September 

1955 to 9,137 in September 1962. 


Northern Illinois University possesses a sense of dedication to its primary 
objectives; to maintain its traditional high standard of proficiency in 

teacher preparation on both the undergraduate and graduate levels and for the 
elementary school, secondary school and Junior College, College and University. 
They strive to prepare the student to appreciate and constructively participate 
in a free democratic society. 
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WESTERN ILLINOIS UNIVERSITY - Macomb 
October 30, 1962

Western Illinois University is one of four Universities under the Teachers 
College Board, Western has an enrollment of 4,500 students as compared to 
2,200 five years ago, They prepared for an increase of 100 students, but had 
an increase of 639, 


Western has a new Library, Audio Visual center, and Corbin Hall, an 8-story 
Residence Hall for girls. The new classroom building which is now under 
construction will be built without windows and will be radiation proof in 
case of a disaster. 


It was noted that 100,000 books were moved into the new Library from the old 
one in just one day. The students, faculty and everyone cooperated to perform 
this most outstanding feat. 


Western has a very serious problem as to its water supply. The City of Macomb 
has raised its water rates thus ihcreasing the University's water cost from 
$1,000 to $4,000 per month. : 


Western does not have its own food service, The Saga Food Service takes care 
of the food for the University. They have four food service locations and 
employ approximately 28 students. This is a private enterprise. 


The University adopted a ‘certified housing" plan five years ago and has had 
no trouble with off-campus housing. The owners must meet its requirements. 
They are using 335 off-campus houses, 


The Committee met with the "Student Council" and found it very informative 
and interesting. 


Western needs a new Field House and better facilities for Physical Education. 
The Social Science Department needs more staff and has very small quarters. 
They are using some of their bond issue money to provide the new Classroom 
Building and a Multi-Purpose Building. 


The Committee members noted a vast improvement in the campus from our visit 
of two years ago. 


Because of the current world situation, Western has a "Disaster Readiness" 
program which has been worked out very well. Dr. Knoblauch said he feels 

we have a definite responsibility to take care of our young people in the 

event of an attack. 
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BLACK HAWK COLLEGE - Moline 
October 29, 1962

Black Hawk College, District No. 1, Moline, Illinois, is the first Junior 
College in the State of Illinois established by referendum, It is a 2-year 
college with 1,503 students. The tuition is quite low and because of evening 
classes in addition to daytime classes, the college serves a great need in 
this industrial area. 


Black Hawk College is governed by its own Board which was elected by the 
people in District No. l. 


Of the graduating class in June 1962, 93% are now attending a 4-year college. 


The Junior College fills a need for a "testing" ground for the student who 
wants to go to college but does not have the financial means or finds admission 


difficult. 


The College has 67 full-time members on its faculty; the library contains 4,400 
books and more are being added ad funds are available. 


Black Hawk is housed in the former High School Building. 


NOTES AND SUGGESTIONS 
Feasibility of a seventh University. 


Trimester plan discussed as a possible way to complete a 4-year course in 
2-3/4 years. ! 


Expected enrollment by 1970 at Urbana is 30,000 - at Chicago 20,000. 


We need to make it more attractive to our young doctors to stay in Illinois 
and practice. 


During a 10-year period from 1947 to 1957, Illinois lost 3 times as many doctors 
as it gained - actual net loss was 2,651 doctors. . 


We must provide internships and residencies for doctors. 


The Committee recommends that Southern Illinois University be granted 
permission to grant Doctors’ Degrees in Philosophy. 
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
